The department of justice, it was de- 
clared, will employ every resource at 
its command to ferret out and prose- 
cute the hoarders of food and those 
who are charging extortionate prices. 

Big and little profiteers are to’ be 
prosecuted and congress is to be asked 
to supplement the existing penal code 
of the food act with amendments which 
will enable the government to reach 
its hand out and grapple the retailer 
who in many communities is charging 
exorbitant prices for foodstuffs. 

The president authorized the state- 
Ment that he will address congress on 
the stibject within a few days and at 
Rat time will submit recommendations 
to aid in dealing with the critical sit- 
Mation adequately and effectively. Be- 
yond that announcement the president 
had nothing to say regarding the plans 
‘the government respecting the issue.

British Controller Tells 


Commons He Has 
No Solation. 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—George H. Rob-. 
‘erts, food controller,, testifying today 
at’ the first sitting of the house of 
commons as a select committee to in- 
Haeine into the high cost of living and 
profiteering, said his department had 

had difficulty ‘in defiitely defining 
cases of alleged profiteering. 

He added that where persons were 
clearly, found guilty of profiteering 
they should be punished more severely 
than at present. 


Conclusions of Expert. 

Mr. Roberts said he had reached the 
following conclusions: 

1. That there should be effective 
control of food prices always and of 
supplies and distribution at al] stages. 

2. That the same method could be 
applied to other articles, such as shoes 
and household utensils, if they could 
be standardized. Whether it should 
be applied was a question of politics. 

3. That the costing department 
(which fixes prices) could do for other 
articles what it had done for food. 

4. That a single department should 
be responsible for publishing facts re- 
garding the cost of living here and 
abroad. 

5. That with a reduction tn working 
hours and without an increase in out- 
put a further increase in prices seemed 
inevitable thout control. 

Refers to U. S. Meat Combine. 

Mr. Roberts said the ministry was 
unable to do anything regarding an al- 
leged American meat combine. He 
suggested this situation called for in- 
ternational action. ‘The board of trade, 
he added, was inquiring into what 
might be done to protect the country 
against high meat prices. 

“My position now is,” Mr. Roberts 
continued, “that I have got to meet 
the world factors and the factors of 
home production which prevent a re- 
duction in the cost of living. These 
factors are beyond the control of the 
ministry. We have got to get the peo- 
ple down to work. I have not got coal 
or manufactured goods to exchange for 
food. ‘These factors are beyond my 
control.”

13. Fifty-six votes were required.

During the roll call Ald. Lyle an- 
nounced he had been informed the 
mayor had signed the ordinance.

Again an effort was made to sus- 
pend the rules to pass the Schwartz 
resolution. Ald. Cullerton objected 
and the council was blocked.

Y ARDS WORKERS, 
SEEKING RAISE, 
BAR HIGHER MEAT 


Demands of 80,000 
Embrace Injunction 
Against Price Lif. 


Perhaps the public has been dis- 
turbed by the wage problems .of the 
milk drivers, bakers, clothing workers, 
barbers, street car men, and others 
whose recent increase in wages the 
people have to pay, but a ray of sun- 
shine gleams through the demands of 
80,000 stockyards workers for more 
pay. 

They want wage increases running 
from to 60 per cent—a matter of 
$25,000,000 or more a year—and de- 
mand that the packers be at the same 
time restrained from boosting the price 
of meat and food products to pay them. 
They started to take a vote yesterday 
on whether to strike if the packers 
refuse their demands. 

The first battle of the fight will be 
staged today at 10 o’clock before Fed- 
eral Judge Alschuler, when a joint 
meeting of the packers’ representa- 
tives and officials of the Stockyards 
Labor council will be held. Martin 
Murphy, president; J. W. Johnstone, 
secretary, and John Kikulski, chief or- 
ganizer of the labor council, will rep- 
resent the workers. 


Demands Made Two Weeks Ago. 

For two weeks the packers and Judge 
Alschuler, who in the past has acted 
as arbitrator, have had copies of the 
demands. They were made by the 
council on behalf of the workers who 
are members of forty-two butchers’ 
and allied unions which comprise it. 
The meeting today will be the first

“A‘new e of wages for every "work- 
in the yards—is “im the demand 
There is @ provision that ordinary Ia- 
borers, who are now getting 42% cents 
an hour and a bonus of $2 a week, be 
paid at the flat rate of 70 cents an 
hour, roughly a 50 per cent increase. 

The packers, who have faced fre- 
quent trouble in the last few months 
by spasmodic strikes of the workers, 
are threatened with a strike that will 
eclipse that of 1904, which they broke 
in nine weeks. Of 12,000 or more col- 
ored workers in the yards 3,000 are. 
said to belong to the unions involved 
in the demands. 

Since the riots of the last week, 
the packers sent word to their N@gro 
employés not to come to work until 
ordered, while the colored union lead- 
ers notified their men to stay away 


scale. 
Labor Recites Grievances. 

Secretary Johnstone of the Stock- 
yards Labor council told last night of 
the alleged grievances of the workers 
and the steps taken to alleviate them. 
“The demands of the workers have 
already gone in and we will meet with 
Judge Alschuler and the packers to- 
morrow morning,” he said. “We have 
started to take a strike vote among the 
forty-two unions in the council and ex- 
pect to finish it Sunday. It is a vote 
to strike if our wage and other de 
mands are not accepted. 
“The result will be known at a meet- 
ing of the council next Monday night, 
when the delegates report their vote. 
It will no doubt be for a strike, for the 
men want one if they can’t get what 
they ask. Another clause in the de- 
mands provides that the packers can- 
not boost the price of meat to the pub- 
lic and to the workers in order to pay 
us more wages. 

“They. are making enough to pay us 
without raising the price of meat, as 
they have been doing in the past.”

“ Whereas, The city council believes 
that many of the causes of friction can 
be removed by an intelligent and equi- 
table separation of the races; therefore

The Kahn- 
Chamberlain bill, reeently introduced in congress, 
provides for a half year’s training. Some advocates 
of universal service believe that a year is the mini- 
mum for good results. 

It is important to disturb the economic life of the 
country as little as possible. The administration 
probably realizes that anything which kept the 
farmer’s 19 year old boy off the farm when he was 
needed on it would arouse an intense antagonism. 
The period of training ig to be adjusted with a 
view to getting the best results and making the 
least confusion. Three months’ intensive training 
will instill at least the elements of the soldier’s 
duty. The registration, examination, and organiza- 
tion of the men would be, or ought to be, as com- 
plete as if they were taken for two or three years’ 
training and service. 

With such a system the United States would have 
a policy and an army, organized, equipped, and with 
adeqpate reserves.\The young man who had three 
months’ training would not be an experienced sol- 
dier, but the United States would have an army 
which was in being and which could move. 

This is the wisest decision the administration has 
made, It is one which the Republicans in congress 
will support and ought to support. The country is 
closer to a sound and safe policy than it ever has 
been before, We may still lack the wisdom to adopt 
it, but the fighting chances are better than ever. 


CRITICISM FROM THE SOUTH. 


Southern newspapers have not failed to upbraid 
Chicago on the score of the recent riots, and unless 
we mistake the tenor of their utterances they find 
a particular satisfaction in the fact that this out- 
break has occurred in the city in which Tux 
TRIBUNE is published. 
It is a theory that is a little difficult.to compre- 
hend. It could only have a rational foundation if 
Taw TRIBUNE was accustomed to denounce the 
south for depriving the Negroes of the power to 
exercise political or social control; if, in fact, we 
had ever proposed that the white population should 
surrender its position of dominance. But, on the 
contrary, it hag been stated over and over again 
in these columns that we recognize the south has 
a peculiar problem—a problem which cannot pos- 
sibly be solved by sentimental considerations of 
the brotherhood of man or the equality of all 
peoples. 
But this is quite a different thing from condon- 
ing mob “ justice.” We do not condone it here in 
Chicago. We believe that there will be an account- 
ing; we believe the community will insist that our 
public officials exert every effort to bring the insti- 
gators of these crimes to justice and that the 
severest penalties be inflicted. 

The indictments returned by the grand jury are 
at least an indication that due process of law and 
not mob justice is going to be invoked in Chicago 
to deal with these offenders. . 
But if the community should show a disposition 
to treat them tenderly, to condemn them in public | 
and give them aid and comfort in private, then 
Chicago will deserve just as harsh criticism as has 
been applied to the south. : 
It is the privilege of the south to watch develop 
ments in Chicago to ascertain whether the people 
of this city are merely giving lip service to the 
support of law and order or whether they are 
fundamentally opposed to violence and murder as 
a means of settling any problem, racial or other. 
wise.

BOUT fifteen years age Moline, 
A lii., was having & typheid death 
rate of about 140 per 100,060. A 
rate as high as this means that 
the number of cases @ year is about one- 
tenth the entire population. Having ty- 
phoid is about as expensive as keeping 
an automobile, besides being very haz- 
ardous. Therefore, the people decided te 
curb the eurse. They put im water works 
and had the eatisfaction of seeing the 
typhoid rate drop to 22 as & minimum 
and 60 as a maximum. 

Two years ago the disease began to 
menace them again. It jumped to a rate 
of 80 and over. Their first thought was 
that some of the manufacturers who took 
raw water from the river for an avyzxili- 
ary supply were permitting the dirty 
river water to mix in the mains with the 

‘filtered eity supply. They had read of 
other places in which manufacturers had 
‘trusted to check valves to keep a pol- 
luted secondary water supply from get- 
ting into the maihs of.the city supply 
‘until a bad epidemic caused an investi- 
gation showing a jammed check valve 
,and a consequent pollution. They re- 
membered that at least one city had 
passed a law against check valves and 
double water supplies. 

So the city authorities went to the fac- 
tory district and found that at least 
twenty factories were pumping dirty river 
water as @ seco supply. They shut 
off the regular m to one factory and 
then turned on @ hydrant, getting a 
stream of water strong enough to throw 
across a street. This stream was pol- 
luted river water which was passing a 
check valve. They thus proved that 
under certain circumstances polluted 


‘river water could get by the check valves 


and enter the eity supply. ; 

Upon further investigation the 
health department, which had sent an in- 
vestigator to the field, came to the con- 
clusion that the blame could be located 
eleewhere. They obtained proof that on 
two occasions water that had been 
cleared by settling, but which had not 
been filtered or treated with chlorine, 
was allowed to by-pass the filters and 
enter the city mains.© They found that 
the city engineers had built this by-pass 
years before and that it had been used 
occasionally. 
were getting water which had all been 
filtered and, furthermore, made safe by 
chlorination. At least that is what they 
thought they were getting when they 
paid their water bills. In the Mankato 
case the courts have decided that a man 
contracting typhoid under these circum- 
stances was entitled to damages. 

A secondary epidemic was traced to a 
polluted yard well, proving that when 
there is much typhoid in a community 
the yard wells are quite liable to become 
infected. The typhoid rate in Moline in 
these years was about sixty times as 
high as that of communities which do 
not tolerate by-passes in water works, 
double water supplies in factories, and 
yard privies and yard wells.

PARIS, Aug. 5.—Telegrams ‘from 
American officials at Budapest state 
that Roumanian troops upon efitering 
Budapest yesterday started plundering 
in the suburbs. Fifteen or twenty 
civilians were killed by the Rouma- 
nians during the day, it is added. 

The American reports said the Rovu- 
manians were demanding hostages and 
had threatened to kill five hostages for 
each Roumanian soldier injured in 
Budapest. 

Some members of the new Hunga- 
rian ministry, the telegrams state, 
have been arrested by the Roumanians 
who have mounted machine guns in 
various parts of the city and have de- 
mobilized the local police. The city is 
absolutely under military control 

Yanks Fear for Hungary. 

‘Members of the American peace 
Gelegation here expressed fears today 
that the setting up of stable democratic 
government in Hungary might be 
jeopardized by the Roumanian atti- 
tude. 

Vigorous representations, it was 
said, are being made to Roumanian offi- 
cials, both at Budapest and Bucharest, 
but means of communication are so 
bad that peace conference officials 
have been unable to learn if their mes- 
Sages are reaching the Roumanians. 

American officials, it was stated, 
have warned Roumania that economic 
support wil] be withdrawn unless Rou- 
mania heeds the allies’ orders. 

30,000 Roumanian in City. 

BUDAPEST, Aug. 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Thirty thousand Rou- 
manian troops including infantry, 
cavalry and artillery, entered the city 
today with.a blare of trumpets. The 
Roumanian forces, led by Gen. Mar- 
ghascu, passed through Andrassy and 
other streets. 

Lieut. Col. Romanelli of the Italian 
mission, an allied representative, in- 
formed the Hungarian cabinet that the 
Roumanians would remain to keep or- 
der. He requested also that the de- 
mobilization of the soviet army be coh- 
tinued. 

The Roumanians have taken posses- 
sion of public buildings and have as- 
sumed military command of the city. 

Serbian troops, according to reports 
here, are advancing toward Budapest 
from the south, supposedly to protect 
their interests.

This 
should be started in the schools. We 
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have not done all we might in this
